I. Restriction Requirement 



The Examiner restricted the application into three separate inventions: 

I. Claims 21 - 30 drawn to a method of obtaining a regulatory T cells, 
classified in Class 435, subclasses 41 and 325. 

II. Claims 31 - 35 drawn to a method comprising administering regulatory T 
cells specific for an exogenous antigen to an animal, classified in Class 
424, subclass 93.7. 

III. Claim 36 drawn to a population of regulatory T cells, classified in Class 
435, subclasses 325 and 372.
